Your 3-Way Speaker System is de- 
signed to provide ciean sound and out- 
standing performance. Each of your 
speaker’s 4V4-inch woofer, 2-inch 
midrange, and 1-inch tweeter combine 
to give you superb sound across the en- 
tire audio spectrum. You can mount your 
speakers on any soiid fiat surface using 
the suppiied hardware. To get the best 
sound from your speakers, piease read 
this entire manuai carefuiiy for the prop- 
er wiring and mounting procedures. 

We recommend that you temporariiy 
wire the speakers to your sound system 
before you mount them, so you can test 
the speaker’s and wire connections. 

WIRING THE SPEAKERS 

Aii RadioShack auto sound systems 
come with eight coior-coded speaker 
wires. This chart shows RadioShack’s 
standard coior codes.

For each speaker wire, match the nega- 
tive conductor ( biack stripe) to the neg- 
ative (biack) speaker terminai to ensure 
proper phasing (-i- to -i- and - to -). Im- 
proper phasing causes poor bass re- 
sponse. 

Note: Other auto sound systems’ wires 
might not use the same coior codes. If 
your auto sound system is other than a 
RadioShack brand, check its owner’s 
manuai for the speaker wire coior codes. 

Connect the stereo’s speaker wires to 
the speakers, using the coior codes in 
the chart as a guide. Then turn on your 
stereo to be sure that you connected the 
speakers properiy. 
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Caution: Do not connect any speaker wires to chassis ground. Use aii of the specified 
wires to connect the speakers to your vehicie's auto sound system.

MOUNTING THE SPEAKERS 



1 . Seiect a fiat area (such as your car’s rear deck) for the mounting surface. The sur- 
face shouid be sturdy enough to support the weight of the speakers. Be sure your 
auto sound system’s speaker wires wiii reach the mounting iocation. 
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2. Use the supplied template to mark the locations for the mounting screws. 

3. Drill a % 2 -inch hole at each screw location, and another for the speaker wire. 

4. Thread two of the supplied bolts into the holes on the bottom of the speaker cabinet 
and tighten them securely. 

5. Route the speaker wire from your auto sound system, through the hole you drilled 
in the mounting surface to the speaker location, connect it to the speaker (see “Wir- 
ing The Speakers” on Page 1). 

6. Position the speaker cabinet on the mounting surface by inserting the bolts through 
the drilled holes. 

7. From under the mounting surface, place one of the supplied washers over each 
bolt. Then thread and tighten the supplied wing nuts until the speaker cabinet is 
secure.
